Don’t forget the good stuff 

People have been 
grumpy. The 20 feet 
of snow, the eold days, 
the laek of sun, the kids 
stuek at home have all 
made the past five weeks 
reason enough to paek 
your bags and move to Florida. I’m sure 
some have. 

But there is light at the end of the tunnel. 
We’re already planning this year’s taeo tour 
in downtown Manehester. For those unini- 
tiated, it’s 40-plus restaurants in downtown 
Manehester serving their take on the taeo, 
from traditional to iee eream to mae and 
eheese. We’re getting ealls about Saint Pat- 
riek’s Day events, and I’m getting all kinds 
of garden eatalogs in the mail. I’m up to 
two a day. 

On the larger front, there is aetually lots of 
good news. The unemployment rate in New 
Hampshire has dropped to 4 pereent and less 
than that in Manehester and Coneord. Gas 
priees, while elimbing a bit in reeent weeks, 
are still a buek lower a gallon than last year, 
as are heating oil and propane. 

Dan Seanlon from Colliers writes a 
weekly email he ealls “Good News Fri- 
day.” He started it in the depth of the Great 
Reeession but has eontinued it as a week- 
ly reminder of all the development that is 
happening. This past week he reminded me 
that the old Wayfarer in Bedford is eom- 
ing down to make way for Whole Foods. 
Fifteen-plus years ago that’s the spot you 
eould go looking for presidential eampaign 
insiders ehatting up reporters from the 
national press eorp. It was before the spin 
rooms but served the same purpose in a qui- 
eter, more dignified way. 

Laws passed almost 10 years ago, inelud- 
ing a dedieated trust judge, have made New 
Hampshire home to booming trust business, 
one of the largest in the eountry. Efforts are 
underway to attraet even more trust busi- 
ness by simplifying the rules. This is smart. 
It ereates jobs and assoeiated serviees with 
little eost to the state. 

The same ean be said for agrieultur- 
al and other food produetion businesses. 
New Hampshire has had unfriendly laws 
relating to artisan food making. So while 
Vermont and Maine developed artisan eot- 
tage industries. New Hampshire has lagged 
a bit behind. But the good news is that the 
laws are getting better. Just reeently the 
state made it easier to brew beer eommer- 
eially in small amounts in nano breweries. 

In Hippo’s business booteamps, many of 
the partieipants wanted to open artisan food 
businesses. This small-seale, highly skilled 
manufaeturing is replaeing the large-seale 
faetories of the past. Sixty pereent of new 
jobs ereated in the past five years have been 
ereated by small business — and that is a 
wonderful thing. M

Biden visits 

On Feb. 25, Vice President 
Joe Biden was at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire School of 
Law in Concord to accept the 
Warren B. Rudman Award for 
Distinguished Public Service, 
the Concord Monitor reported. 
Biden, who was a friend of the 
late New Hampshire senator, is 
the second person to receive the 
award, following former Sena- 
tor Olympia Snowe (R-Maine). 
He said in his acceptance speech 
that “No one man or woman can 
change the Senate, but Warren 
Rudman would not remain silent 
in the face of what’s going on, 
sometimes in both parties, down 
there.” According to the Moni- 
tor, Biden did not talk about his 
own potential presidential bid, 
but he did discuss the Obama 
administration’s effort to get the 
country out of the recession and 
defended its work on issues like 
Wall Street reform and health 
care. Later, Biden also talked 
education and workforce devel- 
opment policies during a visit 
to Manchester Community Col- 
lege. Prior to that, he stopped at 
The Works Bakery Cafe in Con- 
cord to eat lunch and chat with 
patrons. 

Test exemption 

The Manchester Board of 
School previously voted to opt 
out of the national Common 
Core Smarter Balanced test, then 
reversed course and said the dis- 
trict would take the test. Now 
the board has voted to allow par- 
ents to opt out of the test for 
their children, NHPR reported. 
The Manchester School District 
does not strictly follow the Com- 
mon Core and instead elected to 
set its own standards. There will 
be a mail campaign to make par- 
ents aware of the alternative to 
the Smarter Balanced test, with 


no penalty should they choose to 
opt out. District officials and the 
board disagreed on the matter. 
Officials cited state law, say- 
ing parents could not opt out, 
while the board said it was about 
parental rights, NHPR reported. 

Concord debates pot 

Concord is debating if Alter- 
native Treatment Centers should 
be located in the city, and if so, 
under what zoning restrictions, 
the Concord Monitor report- 
ed. There is a proposal before 
the council, which, if passed, 
would allow ATCs to set up in 
industrial, and in some cases 
institutional zones. According to 
the Monitor, the state received 
14 applications for ATCs and is 
still deciding on which — up 
to four — will be licensed. Pri- 
or to accepting the zoning issue, 
the city must decide whether it 
will allow for an ATC to operate. 
City Manager Tom Aspell told 
the Monitor he has heard interest 
in locations in Penacook, at the 
abandoned Rivco industrial site 
and in the area of Airport Road. 
The proposal being considered 
would see an ATC for growing 
and dispensing marijuana in an 
industrial zone, while only dis- 
pensing in an institutional zone. 
ATCs will be licensed as charita- 
ble trusts, which would not have 
to pay property taxes. Taking an 
industrial zoned site of the tax 
roll may not be palatable, the 
Monitor reported. 

R&D for startups 

A bill before the Senate could 
benefit startup companies in 
the research and development 
phase of the process, the Union 
Leader reported. The bill would 
enable startups access to a tax 
credit program through a par- 
tial rebate before turning a profit 
and owing taxes. It would allow 
businesses the option of tak- 
ing the rebate for their research 
and development tax credit as 
opposed to opting for a cred- 
it used to offset business profits 
tax liability. Under current law, 
startups eligible for a research 
and development tax credit can 
only benefit when making a 
profit, which poses a problem 
for startups in their infancy. 


A new home 

The Concord Homeless 
Resource Center is moving to 
a bigger location, as it has out- 
grown its current space in a S. 
State Street house owned by 
South Congregational Church, 
the Concord Monitor report- 
ed. The resource center operates 
under the Concord Coalition to 
End Homelessness. The relo- 
cation to 238-240 N. Main St. 
is expected to go through next 
month after the coalition applies 
for a parking variance. The new 
center reportedly is in a bet- 
ter location and has more space. 
While the current site affords the 
homeless the ability to come in 
and do simple things like collect 
mail, have coffee and stay warm, 
the larger site will offer on-site 
laundry and showers, the Moni- 
tor reported. 

Gilford man suing 

A Gilford man is suing a police 
lieutenant after being arrested at 
a school board meeting, WMUR 
reported. William Baer voiced his 
displeasure with not being noti- 
fied about the sexually explicit 
content in a book his daughter 
was assigned to read. Nineteen 
Minutes by Granite State author 
Jodi Picoult. At the school board 
meeting, Baer was given two 
minutes to speak per board pol- 
icy, to which he objected and 
challenged the board to have him 
arrested. Lt. James Leach led him 
out and arrested him on disorder- 
ly conduct. A judge dropped the 
charge, but Baer is now suing 
Leach, claiming he violated the 
Fourth Amendment, protection

seizure. 

Snow survival 

A Peterborough man was 
using a rake to remove snow 
from the metal roof of his home 
when it came down on top of 
him, burying him under 2 feet 
of snow, the Associated Press 
reported. Drew Mullins was 


trapped under the snow for more 
than three hours. Mullins said 
his heavy breathing caused the 
snow to melt above him and he 
was able to get air. Mullins’ wife 
had left the home just before the 
incident. When she returned, 
she heard his muffled cries for 
help and dialed 911. Emergency 
responders spent about 20 min- 
utes digging him out. A

Snow business 

Season a “wild ride” for plowing, snow removal companies

While companies that handle snow 
cleanup are reaping the financial benefits 
of working overtime, the long hours have 
been taking their toll, too. 

Accurate Landscaping and Plowing 
in Manchester does commercial snow 
removal, including plowing, loader work, 
bobcat work and salting services, owner 
Preston Ezzideen said. They also subcon- 
tract out work such as roof raking. 

“From a financial standpoint, it’s been 
a blessing for anyone who works in snow. 
From a stress and quality of life [stand- 
point], a lot of our employees have hit 
their breaking point. You [as an employ- 
er] become more of a coach at that point 
to get them through the next storm,” Ezzi- 
deen said. 

He said there was a three-week stretch 
when workers were only getting about 
three hours of sleep a night. Finding 
time to service equipment when it started 
breaking down was difficult too, with so 
little time between storms. 

‘T felt, personally, this winter has been 
more stressful than when I was doing tours 
in Afghanistan,” said Ezzideen, a former 
Marine. “Any roofer, any snow removal 
provider is making money in two months 
that their business would make in seven to 
eight months. I said to someone, if I could 
buy sleep right now, I’d be broke. It was 
quite the wild ride.” 

Concord General Services Director 
Chip Chesley called the snow a “two- 
edged sword.” The crews that maintain 
the City of Concord’s roads were at one 
point working 30 hours of overtime. It 
made for a nice paycheck, but the sched- 
ule was tough. 

“It’s hard for anybody to sustain work- 
ing that many hours on a regular basis,” 
Chesley said. 

Overtime is limited to responding to a 
storm, Chesley said, and to the seven or 
eight times the downtown area is shut 
down at night for snow removal. There 
is no overtime for plowing sidewalks and 
doing general snow removal. 

“We’re pressing our budgets. We’re 
doing everything we can to moderate our 
budget, and we are hoping spring will 
arrive soon,” he said. 

Jeff Lavigne, co-owner of Giant Land- 
scaping in Manchester, said his company 
performs full landscaping, maintenance 
and snow plowing for commercial clients, 
such as big box stores. 

Lavigne said this year has been dif- 
ferent from past years, in that there are

two types of contracts — seasonal and 
per storm. In the past the split has been 
60/40 respectively, but this year it has 
been 25/75. 

In January, Lavigne said they were 
“sweating bullets,” wondering if it was 
going to snow, and then once the snow 
started it was one big storm after another. 
“Relentless,” he called it. 

“It’ll be a fantastic year. I [just] wish we 
had the snow over three months, not over 
six weeks,” Lavigne said. 

Trash Can Willy’s Junk Removal Ser- 
vice in Manchester is in its first year of 
doing snow plowing and snow removal, 
and while the winter has been challeng- 
ing, the money is good. 

“Overall the snow will be a big impact 
on our bottom line. We will have definite- 
ly made more money because of [all] the 
snow,” said Steven Heimsath of Trash Can 
Willy’s. “Obviously with the amount of 
snow that came down, we were extreme- 
ly busy. The frequency could have been a 
little less.” 

The extreme cold, coupled with the 
amount of snow, has made the company’s 
first year doing snow removal challeng- 
ing. One plow burned to the ground in a 
customer’s driveway to kickoff the sea- 
son, while another had issues with its 
hydraulics due to the extreme cold. On 
a third plow, the fuel lines kept freezing 
because they were continuously com- 
pressed against deep snow, Heimsath 
said. The second half of the season, it 
was servicing all of its accounts with one 
plow. 

“That was pretty hard to do,” Heimsath 
said. “We made money, but it was really 
earned. We earned every dollar we made 
this winter.” M

Graduation rates 

According to the National Student Clearinghouse, only Iowa tops 
New Hampshire in college graduation rates at four-year public insti- 
tutions, with Granite Staters graduating at a 78-percent rate within six 
years, NHPR reported. Private schools in the state have a 75-percent 
graduation rate. However, the rates for non- traditional students fail 
to reach the national average, with students over 24 graduating at a 
45 -percent rate and part-time students graduating at a 15 -percent rate 
within six years. New Hampshire also has the fourth highest rate (10 
percent) of students who start college in the state but transfer out to fin- 
ish, NHPR reported.

SPORTS DAVE LONG’S LONGSHOTS 

Cs season a work in progress 


With the Celtics play- 
ing a little better of late, 
the time seems right for 
my ^rst column of the 
TWEPBlty year about the Green. 

That it’s coming this 
late into the season of 
my favorite sport speaks 
to where they are on 
the local radar, where 
even the flurry of trades Danny Ainge has 
pulled off didn’t make it worth carving out 
a week for them during the excitement of 
the Pats’ run to winning the SB. 

But that’s over now, as is my irritation 
over the long-term rebuilding path Danny 
took over the approach I preferred — keep 
Raj on Rondo and use some of the valu- 
able assets he’s collected to trade for a 
franchise cornerstone player last sum- 
mer to make it more attractive for signing 
a free agent (like Marc Gasol) to be the 
third needed key player with the cap space 
he’ll have this summer. But that’s not 
going to happen. So expectations must be 
adjusted to the reality that progress has to 
be measured in inches rather than leaps 
and bounds, because outside of Anthony 
Davis, in this one-and-done world draft 
picks come to you at just 1 9 years old and 
thus usually need four years to become a 
real factor. 

With that the reality, it’s time to focus 
on the here and now over what might have 
been with a series of random observations 
on what’s gone down in the Celtics sea- 
son to date: 

First let me say I had no problem with 
finally trading Rondo. It’s what Danny got 
back that I didn’t like, especially after see- 
ing Miami give up two unprotected future 
first-round picks for Goran Dragic at the 
deadline. I’d have passed on the Dallas 
deal hoping for a better one to materialize 
at the trade deadline. If that didn’t happen, 
then there would be the sign and trade 
option — which any contender Rondo 


could sign with in free agency would have 
to do. The only real likely attractive place 
with the cap space to sign him outright is 
L.A., but the Lakers are far worse than the 
Celtics. And if that happened. I’d have 
chalked it up to missing on a worthwhile 
gamble, since the around 25th overall pick 
they’ll get from Dallas won’t be worth that 
much. 

But thanks for moving Jeff Green — I 
just couldn’t take any more of his blank 
stares coming to the bench while in the 
midst of disappearing for an entire quarter. 

My initial reaction to getting Isaiah 
Thomas was he’s got skills, but he’s bet- 
ter for a contender who can better cover up 
the defensive issues of a 5 ’9” player. But 
I actually like it now. First, his quickness 
and ability to score, especially off the drib- 
ble, provide an undeniable spark. Second, 
on a team stocked with recent low-end sal- 
ary draft picks, his larger salary could help 
make a major deal happen if one presents 
itself. He’s also most likely a better play- 
er than they’ll get with the high 20s 2015 
pick from Cleveland they had to give up. 

The trade that recently sent Kevin Gar- 
nett back to Minnesota closes the books 
for Brooklyn on one of the worst trades 
in NBA history, as less than two years 
after they made a go-for-it- the-fnture-be- 
damned deal with the Celtics that seemed 
like a major blunder two summers ago, 
they have none of the players left from 
the trade. Now, with KG, Paul Pierce and 
Jason Terry all gone, and the Cs owning 
their first-round picks in 2016 and 2018 
and the right to switch draft positions in 
2017, it’s become a colossal blunder. And 
with them looking to dump the salaries 
of Brooks Lopez and Joe Johnson too 
after losing a staggering $180 million last 
year, is there any doubt the Celtics will get 
three straight lottery picks? Not to men- 
tion James Young, who came this year. 
The return on Brooklyn’s investment was 
a quick second-round playoff exit and a 


probable one-and-done this year. YIKES! 

Local media types just made a big deal 
of Jared Sullinger “admitting” he wasn’t 
in top shape after he went down for the 
year while intimating it was a step in 
the right direction. But so far Sully talks 
a good game but doesn’t back it up. The 
proof is in actually doing it, rather than 
talking about it, for me. 

Has anyone else considered that at some 
point Danny will have to trade some of his 
stockpiled first-round picks because with 
nine more over the next four years, if they 
pick well sooner or later they won’t have 
enough room on the roster to keep all of 
them? 

Telegram for Kelly Olynyk: While 
I know I can’t feel your pain, when was 
the last time it took six weeks to heal a 
sprained ankle? I mean even J.D. Drew 
would be back by now. 

If you’re pessimistic like me about the 
value of the 317 second-round picks Dan- 
ny has assembled, here are three names to 
pick up your spirits. Draymond Green, 
DeAndre Jordan and the aforementioned 
Thomas all were second- round picks. 
While it doesn’t happen very often, those 
names say there is at least a little hope they 
may get something of value from at least 
one of them. 

It’s true the Cs are playing better of late, 
but being in the worst division in sports 
history is keeping them in the playoff race. 
While I don’t want a pure tank. I’d prefer 
a hard fight before losing out on the final 
day to have one more crack at the lottery. 

Finally, Sunday’s 106-101 loss to Gold- 
en State was a good indicator of where 
they stand now. They clicked well enough 
to lead the league’s best record by 26 in the 
first half. But by blowing it with a 31-15 
final quarter, they showed they’re still a 
long way off. But given my new expecta- 
tions, that’s progress, I guess.

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Backstage pass to West 
Side Story and 100 years 
of the Palace Theatre

It’s opening night at the Palaee Theatre, 
and the air is buzzing. 

Streets, restaurants and parking garag- 
es are erowded with theater-goers, even on 
this freezing February evening, and as they 
shuffle inside the 100-year-old building, 
they’re greeted by throngs of even more 
people elutehing programs and proeeeding 
to their seats. 

Palaee Theatre President Peter Ramsey 
wears a white suit eoat and bright red tie 
as he smiles and weleomes people into 
the theater. Just before showtime, he steps 
onstage to introduee this month’s main- 
stage produetion: West Side Story. 

As the eurtain rises to a smoky seene, 
lights just barely illuminating the aetors 
against a blue and purple baekdrop, 
Ramsey moves to the baek of the theater, 
where he ean wateh the show and the audi- 
enee’s reaetion. Nearby, artistie direetor 
Carl Rajotte begins seribbling out what 
will be five pages of notes. 

It’s been 100 years sinee Greek immi- 


grant Vietor Charas built the Palaee, and as 
one of about 25 Manehester theaters at the 
time, its future was not always eertain. It 
faeed hurdles like fires, 
floods, debt, potential 
demolition and audiene- 
es of the film, television 
and Internet age, but on 
this night, there’s hardly 
a free seat in the house. 

Credit a ereative 
staff, passionate volun- 
teers or smart business 
plan, but Ramsey says 
the Palaee still stands 
beeause of the Queen 
City and its people. 

‘T’m so proud when 
someone eomes in and 
buys a tieket. Beeause 
you know what? They 
don’t have to,” Ramsey 
said during an interview 
at his offiee. ‘Tt’s not 
about me. It’s not about Carl or the aetors. 
It’s about the patrons. It’s about the people of 
Manehester taking eare of the Palaee.” 


filling seats since i9i5 

Getting people in the theater has been 
a mantra sinee 1915, when Charas set the 
Palaee apart immedi- 
ately with a few very 
important details. 

First, he made eer- 
tain it was equipped 
with state-of-the-art 
air eonditioning. Deep 
in the basement, large 
fans blew air over 
bloeks of Lake Mass- 
abesie iee delivered 
from iee houses in 
horse-drawn earriag- 
es. Upstairs, two large 
roof fans drew out the 
hot air. 

Regionally, only a 
eouple Boston the- 
aters eould boast sueh 
amenities. 

“We’re talking 
about eities like Lowell and Lawrenee 
who didn’t even have this,” said Hooksett 
author Riehard Hatin, who, along with his 


wife Anne, spent the past two years eom- 
piling information and writing the Palaee ’s 
100-year anniversary book. The Palace 
Theatre: 100 Years of Performing Arts . 

Charas also insisted it be the safest play- 
house in Manehester, so on a $60,000 
budget, loeal Manehester general eontrae- 
tor Henry Maeropol ineorporated firewalls 
dividing the strueture from abutting build- 
ings. That foresight saved the theater in 
1984, when a fire broke out and destroyed 
the buildings surrounding the Palaee. 

Doors opened April 9, 1915, to a erowd 
of 1,100 with A Modern Eve, a 50-per- 
son musieal eomedy. Those early years, 
Hatin wrote in the book, were devoted to 
vaudeville aets, but the Palaee also housed 
famous performers at the beginning of 
their eareers like Bob Hope, the Marx 
Brothers, Sammy Davis Jr., Harry Blaek- 
stone. Bill Robinson (Mr. Boj angles) and 
Ray Charles, among others. An ensemble 
of aetors ealled the Palaee Players per- 
formed a different drama or eomedy every 
week. When Charas died in 1935, his son 
George transitioned the theater into a mov- 
ie house, sprinkled every so often with 



For the 100-year anniversary, Ramsey com- 
missioned Richard Hatin to research and write 
a commemorative book, with historical photos, 
ads, news articles and interviews.

music/dance recitals and political forums. 

In the book, Hatin dispells some rumors 

— no, Harry Houdini did not perform at the 
Palace, but his younger brother Hardeen did 

— and confirms others, like how, in 1924, 
the Manchester fire department had to res- 
cue an elephant whose foot broke through 
the Palace stage floor mid-performance. He 
also discovered some peculiarities, like a 
1928 ad that described a kids’ matinee rab- 
bit give-away, and the assortment of people 
who said they’ve made contact with the 
rumored Palace ghosts. 

near deaths and revivals 

Ramsey remembers his first day in 
1999. He had the keys to the theater but 
didn’t know where the lights were. When 
he finally switched them on, he found 
almost $300,000 in unpaid bills. The only 
booked gigs involved the New Hampshire 
Symphony, which at the time was located 
across the street (and has since disbanded). 

“There were some rentals, but really, 
there wasn’t much going on. So I immedi- 
ately worked with the board to try to make 
the Palace relevant again,” Ramsey said. 

He had no staff, hardly any money — that 
first year’s budget was $300,000, compared 
to $3.5 million today — and to top it off, it 
wasn’t a great time in Manchester. Empty 
storefronts cluttered the streets. 

The Palace’s board of trustees had hired 
Ramsey on a part-time basis. They liked his 
work at the Lakes Region Summer Theatre 
in Meredith (which he eventually sold after 
two years at the Palace), and they wanted 
to see what he could make of the theater 
that, time and time again, found itself on 
a roller coaster of near-death experiences 
and revivals. 

But Ramsey had hope; it had, after all, 
survived the 1950s by showing second- 
run movies and the 1960s by becoming a 
New Hampshire College lecture hall (now 
Southern New Hampshire University). It 


survived its X-rated theater days (“Shh, 
not our finest moment!” the theater web- 
site reads), and it was saved, thanks to 
Mayor Sylvio Dupuis and local attorney 
John McLane, from demolition in 1974, 
when it also underwent major renovations. 
It got through a flood in 1980 and the fire 
in 1984, and under Executive Director Bob 
Shea in the 1980s and ’90s, it brought peo- 
ple in for a variety of programming. Even 
after all the pitfalls, Ramsey knew New 
Hampshire still had an appetite for theater. 

He began hiring a collection of part-time 
people, including box office employees. 
For the first company show under his wing, 
Annie, he paid the directors and leads. 

“We actually made some money. The 


Ghost drama 


Rumor has it the Palace is haunted — 
though some people will tell you it’s not 
a rumor. 

“I’ve had probably a dozen people 
bring it up during research,” Hatin said. 
“They wanted to tell me their experienc- 
es. Some are actors. Some are stagehands. 
Some are staff who worked at the theater 
over the years.” 

Many believe the ghost is Will Cressy, 
who performed vaudeville frequently in 
the 1920s. Ghost Hunters stopped by the 
theater in 2008, and Ramsey says the Pal- 
ace has seen multiple ghostbusters and 
multiple ghosts. He’s among the believ- 
ers, having experienced some freaky stuff 
one night at 2 a.m., and he told the story 
during a tour of the theater, right by the 
place it happened. 

Ramsey used to keep the upstairs bath- 
room doors open at night so the pipes 
wouldn’t freeze, and while he was jam- 
ming the second one open with a piece of 
wood, the first one slammed shut. 

“That’s weird,” Ramsey thought as he 
walked back to prop the first door back 
open. “And then the other door closes. 
And I hear some creepy sounds. I ran out 
of the building.”

board of trustees was amazed that we eould 
aetually make money, we eould aetually 
bring people in the theater,” Ramsey said. 

That year, the Palaee began perform- 
ing A Christmas Carol, whieh has sinee 
beeome a Manehester tradition, in addition 
to The Diary of Anne Frank and a eouple 
others. The New Hampshire Symphony 
and a variety of rentals also performed on 
the stage. 

Ramsey worked hard getting the theater 
baek on its feet and out of debt those first 
years. Whenever he found good employ- 
ees, he tried to take them full time. And he 
was eonstantly researehing: what do peo- 
ple want to see? What are they responding 
to? 

He’s still asking those questions, 
whieh is why today his offiee is adja- 
eent to the box offiee. He used to work 
upstairs, but he prefers being where the 
patrons are. In those early days, talking 
with them and seeing them buy tiekets 
gave Ramsey eonfidenee he was doing 
the right thing. The nonprofit gained 
momentum. 

new artfetic vision 

Those first few years, Ramsey hired the- 
ater direetors and ehoreographers the same 
way the Palaee hires aetors today — for one 
show at a time. Having seen Rajotte play 
Andy Lee in the theater’s rendition of 42nd 
Street, he asked the young daneer, in his late

Palace builder Victor Charas offered a 
$20 gold piece to “any man, woman or 
child” who came up with a name for the 
theater during its constmction in 1915. 
According to Richard Hatin’s research, 
the Union Leader ran the contest, and 
more than 1,200 entries came in.

20s at the time, to ehoreograph the theater’s 
2002 produetion of Singin An the Rain. 

“I thought it was going to be a one- show, 
in-and-out type of thing,” Rajotte said in 
his Palaee offiee a few days after the West 
Side premiere. 

Rajotte had been living in New York and 
touring the eountry for Swing Dance Amer- 
ica at the time but knew his daneing days 
were beeoming more and more limited due 
to a knee injury. So he took Ramsey up on 
the offer. Timing was also good personal- 
ly; his mother had reeently died, and his 
father had moved to Manehester beeause 
of its great resourees for veterans. Rajotte 
wanted to be with his dad during this hard 
transition. Plus, he was having a layover 
for his tour. 

“But then, for whatever reason, the 
direetor got hurt the seeond day of rehears- 
al. Peter asked me if I’d be able to put the 
whole show up,” Rajotte said. 

Ramsey liked his work so mueh, he 
asked Rajotte to eome baek to ehoreograph 
and direet Chorus Line and Guys and Dolls 
— two very danee-heavy shows. Shortly 
after, he offered Rajotte a nine-month full- 
time position. 

“My method of hiring people has been 
pretty eonsistent. Try to get to know them. 
See what they ean do. See how they fit in 
the organization. Can they fit it all in a bud- 
get? That’s very important. But most of all, 
do they have the ehops to do it? Carl did,” 
Ramsey said. “An artistie direetor is basi- 
eally a leader, an artistie leader, on many 
different levels.” 

telent is king 

Rajotte and Ramsey got on well. From 
the very beginning they were on the same 
page about at least one major detail: tal- 
ent is king. 

“When I eame in, they hired three pro- 
fessional [aetors for lead roles] and the 
rest were eommunity performers of all dif- 
ferent levels who didn’t get paid mueh, if 
anything at all. But I saw they were paying 
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Jared Troilo plays Tony in West Side Story and 
will play Jesus in Godspell, but you may also 
know him as Danny Zuko from the Palace’s 
rendition of Grease, or Joseph from Joseph 
and the Amazing Technicoior Dream coat. He 
spoke with The Hippo a few days after West 
Side Story's opening night. 


What interested you in the Palace West Side Story? 

[Tony’s] a role I’ve been trying to play for like 10 years. 
I’ve worked at the Palaee before ... and when I heard they 
were doing [West Side Story] I knew I wanted to be part of it. ... The musie in the 
show is musie you work on growing up as a theater performer. ... If you ean sing West 
Side Story, you ean sing anything. . . . It’s very ehallenging musie, and it’s also ehal- 
lenging to work with beeause people know it so well, and it’s so voeally demanding. 
You sing the highest notes and the lowest notes all in the same songs. 


Are you from New England? 

I’m from Shrewsbury, Mass. I grew up [in Massaehusetts] and went to sehool in Bos- 
ton, at the Boston Conservatory. My family are still in Mass., and so they like that it’s 
a quiek trip up to the theater. 


What are you thinking about as the curtain goes up opening night? 

There’s a lot of adrenaline, espeeially when you do a show at the Palaee. A lot of 
people don’t realize rehearsal is really short. When you’re doing really intense eho- 
reography with huge sets, you usually have six to seven weeks. We have 12 days. ... 
You kind of just have to jump in and hope for the best. 


The Palace productions are incredibly athletic. How do you get through rehears- 
als eight hours a day? 

We take as many naps as we ean. . . . It’s what we love to do, and it’s obviously our 
job. But it’s more like playtime, being able to go to our rehearsals. It’s fun for us and 
we really enjoy it, and you have to, beeause the days are so long. You also have to 
really learn to take eare of yourself . . . from eating right to getting plenty of sleep to 
getting to the gym. 


Anything else you ^d like to say to readers? 

Just that I love working at the Palaee. I always feel so weleome. ... At the members’ 
reeeption, people eame up to me and said, ‘We saw you two years ago, and and we 
loved you then, but we really loved this.’ . . . It’s niee to be remembered as part of the 
Palaee family. 


for set designers and lighting designers,” 
Rajotte said. “I thought, give me a chance, 
and I will do all of that for you. Let’s take 
that money and bring in some more talent. 
... Yes, it’s great to have great costumes 
and great sets, but if you have fantastic tal- 
ent, the audience sees that and enjoys that.” 

Ramsey agreed. Rajotte was young, 
and all the energy he could no longer put 
into dancing he put into behind-the-scenes 
work. It was a massive endeavor. His dad 
helped out, and they spent late nights paint- 
ing and building sets so the theater could 
bring in first-class performers. 

Whatever elements were lacking in 
Rajotte’s theater education — costuming, 
set design, lighting — he learned fast. 

“I didn’t know too much about light- 
ing. I knew what looked good, but I didn’t 
know how to program the lighting board 
then,” Rajotte said. “But I was young and 
energetic, and I thought, ‘I can do this!’ So 
I stayed up all night trying to figure out 
how to program that board. And ever since 
then, it’s been a passion of mine. I love 


lighting the shows.” 

For about four years, Rajotte was the 
only full-time employee on the artistic 
team. His office was a “backpack in the 
back of the theater,” but he made it work by 
revamping job descriptions. For instance, 
under his wing he took the Palace’s resi- 
dent actors who worked in the box office. 

“I thought, they hate being in the box 
office. They’re actors. They’re artists. So 
what else can they do? Can they do props? 
Can they do costumes? Can they paint? 
Let’s have them go and put their time into 
the shows, plus act, and that worked for 
many years,” Rajotte said. “And that’s 
what helped me get through a lot of those 
years until I could hire a full-time staff.” 

Rajotte himself wonders how he did it 
without full-time help for so long, but deep 
in his heart he knew the work would allow 
his budgets and staff to grow. He also built 
himself up to be extremely versatile and, 
in a roller coaster business, extremely 
valuable. 

“Doing it all myself in the past has award-

ed me a better way of eommunieating with 
those helping me. I ean eommunieate with 
a eostumer beeause I ean get behind the 
sewing maehine and sew myself. I ean talk 
to a set designer. I ean draw. I ean use the 
lingo to eommunieate better with them,” 
Rajotte said. 

And when money is tight — as 
it was during the most reeent 
reeession — it’s help- 
ful that the artistie 
team is multi-talent- 
ed. Megan Quinn 
is the eompany 
manager and the 
youth administra- 
tor, plus she ean 
aet (and will be in 
the next produe- 
tion, Godspell). Jess 
Moryl (Anybody’s 
in West Side Story) is 
the eostume designer and 
assistant direetor/ehoreogra- 
pher, and she also aets and 
danees. (“And thank God for 
her,” Rajotte said. “I eould be inspired 
at like 10 tonight for Godspell. ... And 
she’ll get her danee elothes on, eome in 
and we’ll start throwing some stuff out 
there. She’ll learn it and help me teaeh.”) 
Assistant youth theater artistie direetor 
Nate Sawyer leads youth programs under 
Rajotte’s gui danee. 

“When we went into the reeession that 
first year, there were theaters elosing all 
over the plaee. The North Shore Musie 
Theatre elosed in Beverly, Mass. That was 
like a dream plaee for me as a kid,” Rajotte 
said. (The theater has sinee re-opened.) 
“But that year, we didn’t lose any mon- 
ey. We tightened up our wallets. But what 
happens when you do that is you put more 
work on yourself. You have to work harder. 
And this team did. . . . We’re here beeause 
of the team and beeause of the support of 
the eommunity.” 


two weeks till showtime 

Rajotte has two weeks with aetors before 
a mainstage produetion. 

He easts, aeeompanied by Moryl, during 
New York auditions in September and Jan- 
uary. (There are loeal auditions as well, but 
it’s often diffieult to find loeal triple 
threats who ean devote 24/7 of 
their time for two weeks.) 
The aetors stay in the 
New Hampshire Insti- 
tute of Art-owned 
building known as 
the “east house,” 
whieh ean house 
up to 30 visit- 
ing artists. It’s less 
expensive than put- 
ting members up in 
hotels, whieh is what 
used to happen, and it 
also means they ean bring 
in more people. 

Aetors begin working as 
soon as they arrive Friday 

night. 

First on the agenda: to sit and learn 
musie for the entire show. Next: Bloek the 
danee seenes. At this point, Rajotte knows 
how the show will look. He makes budgets 
the summer before, and the erew begins 
building sets about three or four weeks pri- 
or to showtime. 

On these weeks, Rajotte and Moryl ean 
be seen rushing about at high speed, he in 
jeans and a hoodie, she in eushy sneak- 
ers and eolorful danee tights. After being 
with the eompany seven years, she knows 
exaetly what Rajotte wants, and he trusts 
her to ehoreograph the big seenes, like the 
onstage rumble between Mieah Wallaee 
(Riff) and Miehael Graeeffa (Bernardo) in 
West Side Story. She was with the theater 
during its 2007 rendition of West Side Sto- 
ry and sees an amazing differenee this time 
around. 

“We’ve eome a long way. We get to do a

lot harder choreography. . . . And we’re able 
to have a bigger cast because we’ve grown, 
and our name in New York has gotten bet- 
ter,” Moryl said. 

balancing art and business^ 

Running a theater is really hard. It 
requires not only passion, time and artis- 
tic talent, but also great balance between 
art and business. 

Lots of great New Hampshire companies 
didn’t make it — recently in Manchester, 
New Thalian Players and the Acting Loft 
signed off, and in Portsmouth, the Seacoast 
Repertory Theatre just stripped down its 
business plan and, with financial help from 
the community, is in the midst of building 
itself up again. 

“It’s called show business for a reason. 
You’ve got to pay the bills,” Ramsey said. 

Most successful theaters have two sides. 
The business side is led by an executive 
director, officer or president, the artistic 
side by an artistic director. Trouble often 
occurs when those two roles become one. 

‘T think it’s more common to see some- 
one who loves theater, who loves putting 
together a show, making the business 
decisions, and it’s hard. It’s really hard. 
Because think about it — the person mak- 
ing the business decisions is also making 
the ultimate decision: yes or no.” 

With Rajotte and Ramsey, those roles 
exist to an extent. 

“But the business side of theater inter- 
ests me greatly. I love the numbers. I love 
understanding what goes on underneath the 
ceiling, not just the art,” Rajotte said. “Not 
enough that I want to be the theater man- 
ager, but I want to understand it. ... And I 
love creating budgets. I don’t know why. 
I’ve just always enjoyed ... figuring out 
how many seats, on average, we need per 
show. Every day. I’m constantly looking 
at those numbers to make sure we’re still 
trending.” 

With Ramsey, it’s the complete opposite. 


Children’s theater

He knows the business side but also loves 
the art. He says he was “brainwashed” 
as a kid — the home he grew up in was 
right beside the New London Bam Play- 
house. He used to go to bed at night and 
wake up in the morning listening to Broad- 
way music. He wants to please the patrons, 
but he also doesn’t mind taking risks, like 
with Rajotte’s original artistic productions 
(which normally do well anyway) or with 
lesser-known shows, like this January’s 
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MARCH 7

one week tin showthne 


The Friday afternoon before the West 
Side Story premiere, Rajotte was work- 
ing with Maria (Mary Joanna Grisso) and 
Tony (Jared Troilo) in the upstairs danee 
studio. Light from Hanover Street shone 
through the windows, and a damp tow- 
el to dry off snowy street shoes sat at the 
door. 

Rajotte sat in a ehair at the front of 
the room, foeused on the pair as they — 
over and over again — worked their way 
through diffieult seenes. Rajotte simulat- 
ed gunshots, read other eharaeters’ lines 
and provided feedbaek after eaeh take, 
earefully reminding the two of what’s 
happening around them. The pair had 
their lines memorized, the musie ready. 


again. 

Grisso and Troi- 
lo got to know eaeh 
other very quiekly on 
the set of West Side Sto- 
ry. The first day they met, 
they sat and talked about the 
show for two hours. Grisso had been on 
the Broadway tour, and Troilo had been 
singing the musie all his life. They’d 
eaeh been rehearsing for an entire week 
already, singing, daneing and aeting eight 
hours a day, and there was still so mueh 
to do. They were only days away from 
teeh week, when all hands are on deek 
and erew members, Quinn said, are some- 
times working until 5 in the morning. Sets 
move around, musie gets tested, eostumes 
are fitted and finished and the marketing 
team puts out its final tweets and Faee- 
book photos before the big night. 

So mueh happens in those two weeks 
but, “It doesn’t feel like two weeks. To 
me, it always feels like we’ve been work- 
ing on it for three months,” said Troilo, a 
Palaee alum who will also play Jesus in 
Godspell. His favorite moment in the pro- 
eess is dress rehearsal, when everything, 
amazingly, eomes together somehow and 
it starts to feel like a show.

getting it right 

West Side Story has been, in Rajotte’s 
eyes, a huge artistie suecess. Three of the 
leads — Grisso as Maria, Miehelle Alves 
as Anita and Emilio Ramos as Chino — 
were from the West Side revival Broadway 
national tour, and nearly the entire ensem- 
ble, save a few locals, were professionals. 

Rajotte has a long-standing relationship 
with the musical; he’s performed twice as 
Riff, breaking his arm mid- fight in one 
show, working through knee injuries that 
would cause his dance career to end in 
another. It was the first show he direct- 
ed, as an 1 8-year-old college student, and 
after that, he directed it six more times. 

“But this time was so different from any 
other time. Maybe it’s because I’m older, 
wiser, whatever, but I really feel final- 
ly, all the pieces came together from my 
head,” Rajotte said. 

on to the next show 

With West Side Story getting ready to wrap 
up, the rest of the season’s work is already 
well underway. During their interviews, 
Rajotte’s office wall contained headshots 
of the Godspell actors, while Ramsey’s had 
a calendar board with tentative 2015-2016 
season plays. The artistic team was ready- 
ing for the “artistic challenge of the season” 
— the Palace and New Hampshire profes- 
sional premiere of Les Miserables. Sets 
were being designed and built, and Moryl 
had already begun costumes. 

There’s always movement. 

Even with its success — in 2012, it was 
recognized as “America’s Outstanding His- 
toric Theatre” — there are still things the 
Palace can’t do. It’s still a nonprofit. Kathy 
Griffin, who performs March 10, was 
incredibly expensive and difficult to book. 

“We can’t have Jerry Seinfeld. It’s too 
much money. Even though we’d like to 
have him, we can’t do it. And there are

some artistic people who have trouble with 
that,” Ramsey said. 

They can take more risks, but there’s still 
little money or time for error or stagnation. 
Rajotte would love to eventually present 
an eight- shows-a- week run (and Ramsey 
hinted that shows may run four weeks next 
year). And he’d love to expand the size and 
success of the youth and teen programs. The 
challenge, as always, is to remain relevant 
and standing upright. 

“If you believe in something, it’s not 
as hard as you’d think to do it,” Ramsey 
said. “Our job now is very clear. We have 
to make sure the Palace is here 100 years 
from now.” ^

Music school reminisces at Dancing with the Stars gala

With a mirror ball trophy up for grabs 
instead of the title of king and queen, four 
loeal eelebrities will relive their proms during 
the Manehester Community Musie Sehool’s

(from the Great New Hampshire Restaurant 
team). Gray Chynoweth (COO/EVP of Sil- 
verTech) and Reed. 

They’ll be accompanied by Royal Pal- 
ace Dance Studio professionals — Reed 
and Chynoweth with Carroll, Barreira and 
Ramsey with company owner Miah Trost 
— and they’ll all dance the samba or sal- 
sa to music from their own senior proms, 
performed by the youth ensemble. These 
celebrities have their work cut out for them. 

‘T was caught the other day at the check- 


out counter practicing,” Reed said during 
a break from his rehearsal with Carroll at 
the Manchester dance studio. ‘T have a new 
appreciation for what these guys do. I’ve nev- 
er taken a dance lesson in my life, but I’m 
starting to realize how difficult it is. It’s not 
just getting out there and letting the music 
take you wherever you want. . . . And they 
make it look so easy! I don’t think I realized 
the enormity of what it was.” 

Less than a month before the event. Car- 
roll had taught Reed the basic movements of 
the samba. They hadn’t choreographed the 
dance yet, but they knew they’d be dancing 
to “Copacabana” by Barry Manilow. Most 
dancers were practicing three hours a week. 

This is the third year the music school 
hosts the event, but this is its first time at the 
Radisson. Last year’s gala at Manchester 
Community College was “tight,” said Steph- 
anie Burnell, MCMS executive assistant to 
the CEO, at 300 people. So, event organizers 
moved it down the street in a bigger space. 
They hope for 400 guests, and Carroll thinks 
that ups the ante a bit. 

“It’s not an intimate space. [The Radisson] 
brings the event to another level. People will 
be expecting more of a performance, so we’re 
really not only trying to have fun with the 
steps, but actually dance the samba so peo- 
ple can see the roots of the dance throughout 
it,” Carroll said. 

Easier said than done, particularly for the 


males; not only do they need to leam the 
dance, but they also need to leam how to 
lead. Reed was having a particularly difficult 
time, and was both grateful and surprised at 
the enthusiasm with which Carroll taught; in 
his eyes, she had her work cut out for her, too. 

“She looks like she’s floating on air. I 
look like I’m marching in the military,” 
Reed joked. “But really ... she’s so incredi- 
bly patient with me. In her emails, she writes 
things like, T can’t wait to teach you the sam- 
ba!’ [If I were her] I’d be like, ‘Oh my God, 
he’s coming again?’ It’s all so foreign to me.” 

Barreira will dance to “Baby Boy” by 
Bey once and Sean Paul, Ramsey to “Every- 
body Dance Now” by C+C Music Factory 
and Chynoweth to “Mambo No. 5” by Lou 
Bega. Audiences will choose the winner of 
the mirror ball trophy (like from the TV show. 
Dancing with the Star) with loud clapping, 
though judges (who include Katie McQuaid 
Cote from the Union Leader, Cathy Schmidt, 
Executive Director/CEO of The McLane 
Law Firm/last year’s champion, and Joe Reil- 
ly, New Hampshire Regional President of 
Eastern Bank) will comment as well. 

Between numbers, there will be an live 
auction, and the youth ensemble will perform 
a mix of jazz standards and contemporary 
jazz with vocals by Megan Jumak. Burnell 
encourages attendees to wear prom attire and 
be ready to take prom photos and send out 
prom tweets (#mcmsprom). M

Signs of spring 

March Marche starts out the arts market season

Katy Solsky is speeding up the start of 
the arts market season with Mareh Marehe 
(“market” in Freneh), an indoor market at 
True Brew Barista happening every Saturday 
through the end of the month. 

From 9:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m., Mareh 7 
through Mareh 28, visitors will meet with 
about a dozen artists who’ve been hard at 
work all winter making jewelry, handbags, 
upeyeled furniture, elothing and fine art. 
Some are familiar faees who will be preview- 
ing items they’ll show this summer, while 
others are brand new to the seene. 

“We’ve all got eabin fever, quite frankly,” 
Solsky said during a phone interview. 

Solsky is the foree behind the Granite State 
Arts Markets, whieh have oeeurred aeross the 
state, fi-om Coneord to Dover to Claremont. 

Coneord in partieular has drawn a devot- 
ed regular erowd. It oeeurs in Bieentennial 
Square just outside True Brew Barista and 
will return this year from May until Oetober. 

“We have sueh a niee synergy with True 
Brew. They’re right on the square where we 
set up the normal market. We thought we’d 
make the magie happen indoors this time,” 
Solsky said. “Stephanie [Zinser, True Brew 
owner] is the one who aetually asked about 
doing something inside a eouple years ago. 
We’ve kind of been mulling it over. I think it 
was a good time to do it this year.” 

In January, she was still uneertain; artists 
were exhausted from the holiday market sea- 
son, but the erummy weather is what “sealed 
the deal.” 

Vendors, Solsky said, were “absolute- 
ly delighted” at the prospeet of starting their 
selling season early. 

Sara Petipas, a potter from Loudon, was 
pleased at the prospeet of partieipating in 
Mareh Marehe beeause she loves the sum- 
mer event so mueh. She’ll be at Tme Brew on 
Mareh 7 and on Mareh 28. 

“It’s a great Saturday morning activity in a 
beautiful location,” Petipas said. “It’s more of a 
casual space, unlike a craft fair, where load-in is 
at 8 a.m. and you’re there till 5. . . . It’s definite- 
ly less stressful, and the location is fabulous.” 

Jane Eslinger, who makes whimsical,

per, was equally pleased to hear about the 
inception of March Marche. She was more 
than ready for market season to start; in fact, 
at the time of the phone interview, she was 
filling out craft and arts fair applications. 

“I was absolutely thrilled. [Solsky] is an 
organizer and an arts promoter and a vendor. 
She’s got a great perspective. She knew right 
off the cuff that doing something like this in 
March would be something all of us could get 
behind. It’s a great way to fuse the coffee shop 
and the arts market, and to get people to antic- 
ipate the summer market.” 

Solsky says it’s kind of like being the first 
person at the market. 

“You definitely get to see what they’ve got 
stockpiling that’s new. So that will be excit- 
ing,” Solsky said. 

Solsky started up the regular markets 
because she felt there was a void in the New 
Hampshire arts scene during the summer, and 
there’s a similar lack of artistic vendor oppor- 
tunities in the spring. 

“My goal has always been to create a ven- 
ue for artists,” Solsky said. “I would always 
prefer to compliment the other events going 
on, rather than compete with them. ... I think 
we inhabit the space between a traditional 
craft fair and a League of New Hampshire 
Craftsmen fair.” 

Solsky says her small committee is “loose- 
ly selective.” 

“We do have some League members, but 
we also have people who are starting out. . . . 
We also definitely have people who like to do 
upcycling,” Solsky said. A

Comic convention returns to Queen City

If you’re looking for a place to geek out 
over cartoons, comic books and cosplay with- 
out judgment, the sixth annual Queen City 
Kamikaze is the place to be. It’s happening 
Saturday, March 7, at Manchester Memorial 
High School. 

“It’s a one-day anime, video game, pop cul- 
ture mash-up day for people to get out, have 
a good time and celebrate being a geek,” said 
Jeff Normandin, co-organizer of the event. 
“We kind of started it as an alternative to oth- 
er conventions that are spread over three days 
and cost ridiculous amounts of money.” 

The festivities will run from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. and admission is $10. Normandin said 
that while most conventions charge for tour- 
naments and games on top of the entry fee, all 
events inside Kamikaze will be free. 

“We really want to keep it affordable while 
throwing everything at you that we can and 
making it fun,” he said. 

Kamikaze was started and is primari- 
ly run by the high school’s video game and 
anime clubs as well as NeonBomb, a Man- 
chester comic book and video game store that 
Normandin co-owns. In the past, the conven- 
tion has only used the high school’s cafeteria 
and hallways, but this year, with an expected 
attendance of 800 to 1,000 people and over 
100 vendors, the convention will be taking 
over the entire building, including the gym.

“Every year we get more and more,” said 
Normandin. “A pretty broad range of people 
attend. The majority of people that show up 
are high school [students] or just out of high 
school, but the past few years we’ve started 
to see more older people come [with] their 
younger kids.” 

One of the main attractions to Kamikaze, 
and most comic conventions, Normandin said, 
is the costume, or “cosplay,” contests where 
people dress up as their favorite anime, comic 
book or video game character. The Kamikaze 
contest is unique, however, because contes- 
tants don’t simply stand on stage and show 
off their costumes; they act out skits based on 
the characters they are dressed as. 

New this year is the junior cosplay contest, 
created and run by enthusiast Victoria Pitarys, 
or, as she is known at conventions, Ridley 
Silverlake.

“While cosplay contests are meant to be 
fun for everyone, they can be challenging 
and intimidating for the younger audience,” 
said Pitarys. “When I ran my personal con- 
vention last year, we gave prizes to all the 
kids that entered and had a special award cer- 
emony for them. The glows on their faces 
when they were each handed a prize was so 
sweet, it’s indescribable. I want all kids who 
have an interest in cosplaying to have that 
encouragement.” 

Pitarys also oversees the adult cosplay con- 
test and some of the cosplay game shows. 
Crack and Slash, a game of her own design, is 
modeled after Whose Line is it Anyway? and 
involves the audience choosing two cosplay- 
ers to improvise a story of how they meet 
and fall in love. Deathmatch is another, with 
a similar concept. The audience chooses two 
cosplayers to go on stage and pretend to fight 
to the death in an epic battle.

“My favorite cosplays are the ones in 
which the [cosplayer] acts like the character,” 
said Pitarys. “You can see how much energy 
and love the cosplayers put into getting their 
personality down. It’s awesome ... because 
everyone gets to be involved, and it’s always 
hilarious to watch what crazy things people 
come up with.” 

Other game shows include the Anime 
Dating Show, where contestants play the tra- 
ditional dating game show as their cosplay 
characters, and Geek Out, an all-things-geek 
pop culture trivia game. 

Gaming fanatics should head to the hall- 
ways, where they can use more than 20 retro 
video game consoles, including Super Nin- 
tendo, Atari, Nintendo 64 and Virtual Boy.

Growing mushrooms 

It starts with logs

I’ve been growing mushrooms outdoors 
on logs for about 20 years. I’ve done this 
by inoeulating logs with little wooden plugs 
ealled plug spawn that I purehased and insert- 
ed into holes I drilled in the logs. Then I let 
them develop in the shade of a hemloek tree, 
where they generally produee mushrooms in 
a year or less. Pretty easy. The best time to eut 
logs for growing mushrooms is late winter or 
early spring when the sap begins to run, so I 
am thinking about getting some logs soon and 
starting another bateh. After all, there isn’t 
mueh else I ean do in the garden for months. 

The first step in the process of growing 
mushrooms is finding logs that are appropriate 
for the mushrooms you want to grow. I have 
used oak and poplar for growing shiitake mush- 
rooms, but according to Paul Stamets’ book, 
Mycelium Running: How Mushrooms Can 
Help Save the World, almost any deciduous 
tree species is fine for shiitakes, the mush- 
rooms I have grown in the past. Pine, hemlock 
and other conifers are not recommended. 

The logs you plan to use to raise shiitakes or 
other mushrooms need to be fresh. If you were 
to go in the woods and find a downed tree, it 
probably would already have fiingi growing in 
the wood (mushrooms are the fruiting bodies 
of fungi). So you need to cut down a living 
tree (or better yet, have a person skilled with 
a chain saw cut it down for you). Or call up 
someone who sells firewood and explain what 
you want: logs 3 to 4 feet long and 4 to 8 inch- 
es in diameter that are freshly cut. 

In the past I have most often inoculated 
poplar logs because the trees are fast grow- 
ing, and I always have some “volunteers” 
that need to be removed. Oaks are the spe- 
cies most commonly colonized by shiitakes 
in their native habitat of Japan, and produce 
for a longer time than poplar, but take longer 
to produce their first flush of mushrooms — 
up to 14 months. And they are a tree species I 
value, so it’s harder to sacrifice one. 

I learned from Mycelium Running that not 
just shiitakes can be raised on logs. These spe- 
cies will also work, and are available from 
Stamets’ website, fiingi.com: Reishi, Maitake, 
Lion’s Mane, Pearl, Blue and Phoenix Oyster, 
Chicken of the Woods and Turkey Tail. 

So how do I inoculate my logs? Using a 
5/ 16-inch drill bit, I drill lines of holes about 8 
inches apart from one end to the other. Then I 
drill another row of holes 4 to 6 inches from the 
first row. I stagger the holes so they don’t line 
up next to each other, from row to row. Then, 
with a hammer, I tap in the spore plugs that I 
have purchased. The holes should go a bit deep- 
er into the wood than the length of the plug.

Finally, I melt some food-grade wax (or 
natural bee’s wax) and paint the ends of the 
plugs. The wax prevents insects and bacteria 
that might consume the inoculant before the 
mycelium (fungal roots) extend and colonize 
the log. I have also tried inserting thimble 
spawn, which is made out of sawdust and 
has an attached Styrofoam cap. I find these 
are less satisfactory, as the caps do not always 
stay attached. 

Paul Stamets is a self-avowed mushroom 
freak. He has found ways to grow edible and 
medicinal mushrooms, starting from wild 
harvested mushrooms. He describes sever- 
al interesting ways of growing mushroom 
that I have not tried but might this summer. 
Obviously I will only use mushrooms for 
propagation that I have had positively identi- 
fied by a mushroom expert; some mushrooms 
are deadly poisonous. 

He describes inoculating piles of wood 
chips, burlap bags of wood chips and lay- 
ers of cardboard, starting with what he calls 
“stem butts” from wild mushrooms. He digs 
up some of the root-like structures attached 
to the mushroom, along with the mushroom, 
and then cuts the edible portion off an inch 
or so above ground level. This “stem butt” is 
then put into a pile of woodchips or between 
layers of moist cardboard. The fungi quickly 
colonize the substrate, producing mycelium 
that will, when moved to an appropriate sub- 
strate, produce mushrooms. 

Stamets’ book also describes how to start 
mushrooms by placing the stem butts into bur- 
lap bags of fresh wood chips. He notes that the 
chips should be free of wild spores, a prob- 
lem if you just grab chips from a pile of wood 
chips that has been around for some time. 

Finally, and this idea really grabs me, Myce- 
lium Running suggest that you can inoculate 
stumps with plug spawn right after a tree has 
been cut down. This allows you to produce 
edible mushrooms in what is otherwise a spot 
unfit for planting (unless you dig out the stump, 
which is a lot of work). He inoculates stumps 
on their tops, into sapwood, in a ring around 
the periphery. Stamets notes that stumps take 
longer than logs or wood chips to first produce 
mushrooms, but produce for years longer.

I am not 100 percent sure if I am right 
on this, but I would say it could have been 
a heating vent cover. You are probably more 
familiar with the cast iron ones you see in 
Victorian homes. But there are some that are 
wood. It might not even be for heat but just air 
flow from one room to another. 

It could be a from a factory, school, store or 
any industrial building. The numbering on it 
leads me to believe that there were more, and 
numbering them made them easy to find in a 
building, possibly for repair. 

Ifs tough to tell the age, because if air 
flowed through it the coloring (patina) of the 
wood could age faster, as could the metal strip. 



But I will say this: I don’t think that anyone 
would do wood now. So an educated guess 
would be that it was made sometime between 
1900 and 1940. 1 don’t think it much matters 
because of what it is. Age won’t determine the 
value — condition and use will. So I would 
say it’s a nice trivet and has a great industrial 
look to it, so the value would be around $40. 
Using it in your home is priceless!

Renting a car for a trip makes financiai sense 


Dear Car Talk: 

My husband always 
talks about how taking 
a long vacation by car 
puts too much wear and 
tear on a car. He thinks 
renting a car (at least 
By Ray Magiiozzi day in our area) 

makes better financial 
sense. I think that is crazy. What are cars for 
if not to drive and enjoy? The type of trip I 
am talking about is from Dallas all the way 
up the coast of California and back, over 
about three weeks. Who is right here? — Jan 
I know this is hard to believe, but your 
husband may be right, Jan. 

Take a look at the math. The first thing you 
need to do is figure out the “eost” of taking 
your own ear. The best estimate eomes from 
our pals at the Internal Revenue Serviee, who 
have determined that the use of a personal 
ear for a business purpose is worth 57.5 eents 
per mile. That faetors in things like gas, oil, 
tires, wear and tear, the money it eosts you 
to “own” the ear for that mile, insuranee and 
depreeiation. So if we map out a trip from 
Dallas to San Franeiseo, that’s about 1,700 
miles eaeh way, or 3,400 miles round trip. At 
the IRS rate, the eost to use your own ear for 
that trip would be $ 1 ,955 . 


Let’s eompare the rental option. Assuming 
you ean rent a ear with unlimited mileage for 
$25 a day, your three-week rental will eost 
you $525. Of eourse, the advertised priee of 
a rental ear doesn’t inelude a buneh of fees 
they always eharge, so let’s say it’s $35 a day. 
Then your eost for 21 days is $735. Maybe 
you ean do better, but let’s use that number. 

Now, that’s not your only cost in rent- 
ing the car. While you don’t have to pay for 
maintenance, repairs or insurance (if you 
have comprehensive insurance on your per- 
sonal vehicle, it almost always covers a rental 
car), you do have to pay for your own gas. 

So if we assume that you get a combined 
20 miles per gallon in your rental car, you’ll 
need 170 gallons of gas for that trip, and at 3 
bucks a gallon, that’s another $510. So you 
can see that, based on our simple calculation, 
the total cost of your rental car is $ 1 ,245, and 
the cost of driving your own car is $1,955. 

Now, I say “simple” because, while 
you’re out running Hertz’s newest Mustang 
into the ground, you’ll still be paying your 
car loan while your car rests comfortably in 
your garage. So you may want to add three 
weeks of your monthly payment — since 
you’ll have to pay it, even if your car is at 
home. But I think the rental still will come 
out ahead. 


And here’s the real advantage of a rental 
car: It’ll be a newer car, so it’ll be unlikely 
to break down. But if for some reason it does 
sputter off the road on a highway near Fres- 
no, you just call the rental car company, and 
they’ll give you another car. No triptus inter- 
mptus. No trying to figure out if Rocko from 
Roadside Rocko ’s Repair Refuge is right that 
you really do need a new $4,000 transmis- 
sion while you’re wasting your vacation at 
the Bates Motel next door. 

Even more important, when you’re on a 
road trip for three weeks, you’re often eating 
and drinking in the car. And if you’re going 
to spill something onto an absorbent car seat, 
you’ll want it to be someone else’s. It’ll be 
a great feeling to be pulling into that “rental 
car return” lane before it really starts to stink. 

Dear Car Talk: 

I have a 2009 CMC Envoy with 53,000 
easy miles. All recommended services have 
been done at the appropriate time/mileage. 
Twice recently, I have experienced what I 
think is sticking brakes. This has occurred in 
traffic situations, like when I stop at a light, 
and lasts about 100 feet, and then releases. 
I think it could be the anti-lock-brake sys- 
tem working, but it remains “locked” after 
I remove my left foot and try to accelerate. 


I have not gone to the dealer yet (its still 
under extended warranty). Tm guessing its 
brakes and not transmission or transfer. Any 
thoughts? — Howard 

It could be an ABS problem. Could be a 
sticking caliper. It could be a transmission 
issue — if there’s a delay in getting power 
to the wheels, that can feel like a brake prob- 
lem. But my first guess would be a faulty 
power-brake booster. The booster takes the 
force of your foot on the brake pedal and 
“boosts” or multiplies it, sending much more 
force to the brakes themselves. If the booster 
is getting stuck in its boost mode, it will con- 
tinue to apply force to the brakes, even after 
you release the pedal. And it’s not unusu- 
al for a faulty booster to stay on after a full 
stop and then release itself So the symptoms 
make sense. 

The booster is easy to test. If you want to 
do it yourself, have your dealer show you 
where the vacuum hose goes into the boost- 
er. The next time your brakes lock up, pull 
over and disconnect that vacuum hose. If the 
brakes free up, bingo — you need a booster. 
But it could be a master cylinder, too. Or any 
of those other things I mentioned. So since 
paid for the extended warranty, go ahead and 
use it.

Stews and snowshoes 

Take a hike and learn to make a hearty meal

everyone will head indoors to replenish. 

“You actually expend many more calo- 
ries during winter exercise because you have 
to heat up your body, push your body through 
snow,” Barbour said. “You need to follow that 
up . . . with protein and . . . good carbs, especial- 
ly if you’re planning to head out again.” 

Barbour plans to have three 
soups already prepared for 
guests to try right when 
they come in and will fol- 
low that with a cooking 
demonstration. 

“What I’m working 
[on] is the idea of hav- 
ing a progressive soup,” 
she said. 

Each soup that the snow- 
shoers can try will have started 
from the same base soup. 

“I’m going to be adding dif- 
ferent ingredients to it to make 
a second soup and add ingredients to make a 
third soup, which is really a great way to fit 
[cooking] into our busy schedules.” 

Barbour has been focusing on progres- 
sive soups this winter, keeping two cast iron 
pots on her stove to make soup at least two 
or three times each week. She hopes others 
can use the idea as a way to have a variety of 
dinners without needing to make a new meal 
each night. Start with a simple soup and add 
either fresh, frozen or leftover ingredients day 
by day to create something new. 

“Each time you work on it, it will progress

into something else, highlighting a different 
flavoring profile,” she said. 

Barbour’s plan for Snowshoeing & Feast- 
ing with Stews is to start with a basic vegetable 
soup, with either vegetable or chicken broth, 
plus celery, chopped spinach, pearl onions, 
fi*esh parsley and thyme. For the “next 
life” of the soup, she’ll add in 
chicken and possibly barley as 
well as potatoes, com, milk 
and cream for a vegeta- 
ble chicken chowder. The 
soup will take its final 
form with the addition of 
curry paste and butternut 
squash. 

“It takes less time to dou- 
ble and triple a recipe than to 
make it three separate times,” she 
said. “You’re just making one 
big pot of soup. If you don’t use 
what you make, you Ifeeze it.” 

When thinking of ways to build upon a 
soup with ingredients at home, Barbour rec- 
ommended writing down the types of soups 
you like and seeing where they all start. While 
incorporating leftovers in your fridge is a good 
way to mix up the recipe, she said, don’t be 
too spontaneous with the progression, as you 
want to make sure you build on it in a tasty 
way. For example, save the strongest spices 
and seasonings for the last meal, and try not to 
make the first soup too sweet. “You just keep 
working it and you’ll be amazed at the kind of 
things you come up with,” she said. M

While the plan is to expand and bring in 
more partner restaurants and entertainment 
venues, Lawrenee emphasized the impor- 
tanee of the partner loeations having a 
eohesive fit, sinee eaeh partner refleets the 
whole group.

Grape 

tomatoes 


With a new baby in our home and a 
2-year-old running around, dinners need to 
be easy. Multitasking has taken on a new 
level of importanee in my life, and meal prep 
is no exception. Not only do dinners need to 
be a cinch to make, they need to multitask 
by covering all my nutrition basics at once. 

Even though it’s the dead of winter, my 
latest dinner was packed with delicious veg- 
etables (some even from my garden). The 
key was buying some produce from the mar- 
ket (grape tomatoes are in season in Mexico) 
and utilizing what I’d frozen from my har- 
vest this summer (basil pesto and zucchini).

When a produce item is on sale, I always 
buy it.

Grape 
tomatoes, so named because of their size, 
are believed to have originated in Southeast 
Asia. They are sweeter than larger tomatoes 
and so easy to prepare and eat. For the dish 
below, all I had to do was slice them in half 
— so much easier than chopping up full-size 
tomatoes! And, of course, they have all the 
goods any tomato has: vitamin C, fiber and 
vitamin A. Enjoy my recipe below and feel 
free to add your own spin (or vegetables!).

Pesto cream sauce 
y4 cup lowfat milk 
cup heavy cream 
V4 cup pesto 

5 tablespoons unsalted butter 
y cup shredded Parmesan cheese

Glazed pork 

I imagine that I’ve eooked pork in almost 
every possible way. I’ve grilled it, baked 
it, fried it and sauteed it, all with varying 
results. The one eonsisteney in my pork 
eooking is the use of some type of glaze 
or sauee. Both wrap the versatile meat in 
layers of flavor and turn boring pork ehops 
into sensational dinners. 

My husband is partieularly good at ereat- 
ing glazes and sauees out of thin air. He’ll 
take the assortment of pantry ingredients 
gathering dust in our eupboards and turn 
them into a mouthwatering eombination 
of sweet and spiey or simple and savory. A 
few weeks ago, I walked into the kitehen to 
find the remnants of a glaze gone wrong. 
We both thought the meal was past saving, 
but with some ereative sleuthing for reei- 
pes on the Internet, we salvaged the pork 
and tueked the reeipe away for a rainy day. 
This week, I dug out that reeipe and taek- 
led pork ehops. 

This simple glaze is delieious. The sweet- 
ness of the honey is eountered with the bite 
of balsamie, the freshness of the rosemary 
and a hint of spiee from the Dijon mustard. 
The great thing about this glaze is that you 



ean use as little or as mueh as you’d like to 
switeh up the flavor profile of the pork. I 
think this glaze would also work really well 
on grilled ehieken. 

The glaze eame together quiekly, whieh 
gave me time to spend on side dishes like 
mashed potatoes and green beans, but my 
favorite part of the meal preparation was 
turning the drippings from the pork into 
intoxieatingly delieious gravy. The gra- 
vy was a total experiment, as I wasn’t sure 
how the eombo of the honey and balsam- 
ie would lend itself to a gravy. But in only 
a few minutes and with minimal effort. I’d 
ereated gravy I was aetually proud of 

Even without the gravy, the glaze pro- 
vided enough flavor to make this a reeipe 
worth revisiting. The garlie isn’t too over- 
powering, and the rosemary adds a pineh 
of freshness. The flavors of the Dijon mus- 
tard also shine through, making this glaze a 
multilayered tasting experienee.

Balsamic-Honey Glaze 

Recipe courtesy of the Food Network 

4 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh rosemary 
!/2 cup balsamic vinegar 

3 tablespoons honey 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

Salt and black pepper 

P/4 to 2 pounds pork tenderloin, or pork 

chops 

Make the glaze by combining the garlic, 
rosemary, vinegar, honey, olive oil, mus- 
tard, salt and pepper in a bowl, stirring to 
combine. 


For the pork, slice the tenderloin into 
1-inch-thick medallions. Cover the bottom 
of a medium skillet with a light coat- 
ing of oil and heat over medium-high heat 
until hot. Add the pork slices in a single 
layer and sear for 1 minute, turning and 
searing for a minute more. If using pork 
chops, sear for 2 to 3 minutes on either side 
depending on thickness. Transfer the seared 
slices into a shallow baking dish. Pour the 
glaze over the pork and turn to coat. Roast 
until a thermometer inserted reaches 140 
degrees for medium, about 8 to 10 minutes, 
or longer for thicker pork chops. Remove 
from the oven and keep warm until ready 
to serve. Spoon additional glaze over the 
pork before serving.

Spring sips 

Drinks to help you get through winter

Though the first day of spring hasn’t quite 
arrived yet, I am already looking forward to 
it and preparing my spring sipping selee- 
tions. Many brewers give us seasonal beers 
to look forward to throughout the year, but 
spring will be espeeially weleomed with 
open arms this year. Spring seasonals on 
the store shelves are a sign that maybe, just 
maybe, this eold and snowy winter won’t 
last forever. 

I reeently found the “Your Ultimate Sea- 
sonal Beer Guide” graphic at time.com/ 
beer-guide, and it shows when seasonal 
beers hit shelves. Granted, it only high- 
lights beers from 1 1 brewers, but it’s a good 
guideline to use when determining when to 
buy and when one of your favorites may 
disappear. 

The January and February time frames 
show several releases, including Blue 
Moon’s First Peach Ale, Harpoon Brew- 
ery’s Long Thaw, Samuel Adams’ Cold 
Snap and Sierra Nevada’s Bigfoot Bare- 
leywine Style Ale, among others. Many 
of these are only around until March or 
so, when (go figure) the summer ales start 
being released. So, beer drinkers, you have 
a choice: stock up on the spring beers you 
have been enjoying before they are gone, 
or skip spring completely and go right to 
summer. Samuel Adams should release its 
Summer Ale around March 15, and Har- 
poon will release one of my favorites. Big 
Squeeze, on April 1 . 

Many people have either a love or hate 
relationship with Samuel Adams. I hap- 
pen to really enjoy its Cold Snap on draft. 
This beer is an unfiltered white ale meant 
to awaken the senses with a “bright snap 
of spring spices.” It has orange peel, plum, 
hibiscus and coriander, a blend of spices 
that is “just the right refreshing kick to sig- 
nal that spring is on its way.” 

Another Samuel Adams seasonal that’s 
out right now is Escape Route. This is a 
hazy, golden, unfiltered Kolsch style beer 
based on brews from Cologne, Germany. 
According to Samuel Adams, it combines 
the fruit notes of an ale with the smooth 
crispness of a lager. It became available in 
January, but I’m not sure how much longer 
it will be around. 

I have not tried Blue Moon’s First Peach 
Ale yet, but I am intrigued. I really only like 
Blue Moon’s Belgian White. The Peach 
Ale is described as a Belgian-inspired 
brown ale with peaches and coriander. It is 
aiming to contrast winter to spring with a 
tart taste balanced by caramel malts. It def-

initely sounds interesting, and I can’t say I 
have ever tried a peach beer before (though 
apricot is one of my favorites). 

As of last week. White Birch Brewing in 
Hooksett had several beers on tap to beat 
the winter blues, including Belgian Style 
Pale Ale, Hop Session, Indulgence, Tav- 
ern and Double IPA. One of my personal 
favorites, Berliner Weisse, was listed as 
being on deck. From March through June, 
White Birch will offer First Sparrow, a 
smoked wheat ale. It is brewed with wheat 
and German hops. For the most up to date 
offerings, visit the White Birch Brewing 
Facebook page. 

Smuttynose Brewing Co. offers clas- 
sics year round, but in March it will release 
Durty Mud Season Hoppy Brown Ale. 
This beer packs over 8 percent alcohol 
but, as Smuttynose points out, has enough 
“oomph” to get you through the chilly 
nights and frosty mornings of early spring. 

The Flying Goose Brew Pub in New 
London currently has four seasonals on 
tap: Famine Saison, War Saison, Molly 
O’Sheas Irish Red Ale and Abbey-Style 
Dubbel. All of these beers have at least 
5 percent alcohol, but the Dubbel packs 
almost 8. As a lighter beer drinker, I recent- 
ly enjoyed their Wildflower Honey Ale. 
For the non-alcoholic drinkers and kids, 
the Flying Goose makes its own root beer 
from scratch with no caffeine or unnatural 
ingredients. 

No matter the time of year, I like to visit 
Able Ebenezer Brewing Company in Mer- 
rimack, where the guys are hard at work 
offering several brews, including their 
popular Burn the Ships, a smoked India 
pale ale, and my personal favorite, Emma 
Wood, a Belgian specialty ale. A visit to 
the cozy tasting room should lift your spir- 
its and make you forget about the harsh 
winter. A

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

This week, we needed a break from win- 
ter. Cheaper and quicker than a trip to the 
tropics? A bottle of rose. 

The 2013 Chateau de Berne Terres 
De Berne Rose from Cotes de Provence 
($19.99) is a French rose that is 50 percent 
grenache and cinsault, according to the 
label. This rose is a pale peachy pink color 
with aromas of honey crisp apple, mey- 
er lemon, faint strawberry and yeastiness. 
That sweet-acid note followed through in 
the flavor as did the “strawberry” — which 
wasn’t as strawberry-y as the strawber- 
ry flavor we’ve detected in some roses but 
had a strawberry/kiwi/gooseberry note of 
something that we decided to call straw- 
berry for lack of something more precise. 
We also got a bit of honey in this wine that 
was overall “very tasty,” as one of us called 
it. It made us briefly hopeful that spring is 
indeed around the comer (hey, daylight 
savings begins at 2 a.m. on Sunday, March 
8, so that’s something). 

Back in the reality of cold days and the 
desire to warm up with a glass of red, we 
also tried the 2013 The Original Dark 
Horse Merlot from California ($9.99 at 



the Harvest Market in Bedford). This dark 
plum/dark cherry-colored wine also car- 
ried the aroma of dark, concentrated fruit. 
We detected concentrated plum and raisin 
on the nose. The richness followed through 
in the flavor, where we got cocoa nibs and 
deep chocolate flavors with a round fin- 
ish. This big, rich wine would seem to lend 
itself to a porterhouse or cocoa or coffee 
rubbed pork — in short, a big rich meaty 
wine for a big rich meaty dish. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. •

Temple Invisible, Enter (ROW Records) 

This currently rather obscure record 
merits the Tokyo Police Club rule: it’s 
a debut EP with the right sort of under- 
buzz from the right sort of mononymed 
critics, and it looks pretty neat on paper, 
with comparisons to Massive Attack, Por- 
tishead and Depeche Mode, which would 
definitely sound cool if it were thrown 
in a blender, right? Oh, and they’re from 
Romania, and they have a hot chick singer. 
The only way this could be more enticing 
CD-reviewer-bait is if the promo came 
with a free robot girlfriend — talk about 
a perfect storm. The thing that reviewers 
have thus far missed — maybe because of 
the sheer tonnage of glitch that permeates these songs, rendering them hypnotized 
— is the goth-metal riffage that appears in some of the tunes, like “Disappearance,” 
which is half Aphex Twin and half Lacuna Coil, in other words it sounds like Col- 
lide. I know, that’s a typical gotcha native to this space, probably not meaning much, 
but it does point out the fact that this has actually been done before and better. Sing- 
er Irina Bucescu isn’t studious, sexy or weird, more like a piece of Trent Reznor ear 
candy. For all I know, their full-length will end up being awesome, but this is current- 
ly a work in progress. B Eric W Saeger 

Presumably weary of receiving back- 
handed compliments like “a good 
substitute when you’re waiting for the 
next AC/DC album,” Udo Dirkschneider 
left Accept in 1987 to try a more NWOB- 
HM approach, meaning material similar 
to Judas Priest and Iron Maiden. I’m still 
learning that stuff myself, folks, so you’ll 
have to pardon the fact that I wrote off the 
acronym version of the raggedy-falsetto 
singer as Accept-except-Udo-gets-all-the- 
money, refusing to put myself through it 
when, besides, I was getting into dark- 
wave.

Amherst, by Wil- 
liam Nicholson 

(Simon & Schuster, 

286 pages) 

William Nicholson 
is a screenwriter, or at 
least a eo-sereenwriter, 
having shared eredits 
for Shadowlands, Les 
Miserables and Gladi- 
ator. (Although given 
the seathing things Rus- 
sell Crowe has said 
about the Gladiator 
seript, one would think 
you’d leave that off the 
resume.) 

In Amherst, Niehol- 
son has written another seript, albeit one 
disguised as a novel. It’s a soppy, glop- 
py rendition of a story that’s already been 
written: the seandalous love affair between 
Emily Diekinson’s brother and the wife 
of an Amherst professor, sanetioned (and 
possibly eneouraged) by the strange poet 
herself. 

Polly Longsworth told it first, in a 1984 
book that was 449 pages and eontained 
the love letters exehanged between Aus- 
tin Diekinson, who was 53 years old at 
the time, and Mabel Loomis Todd, who 
was 25. In the small town of Amherst, 
whieh was even smaller when the Todds 
arrived in 1881, little was hidden. Austin 
Diekinson and Mabel Todd used Emily 
Diekinson’s dining room for their trysts 
(speeifieally, the dining-room eoueh, if 
you want too mueh information), and it’s 
uneomfortably understood that the poet 
probably overheard mueh that went on in 
the 13 -year affair that ended, still blazing, 
upon Austin’s death. 


Adding to an already 
awkward situation, 
both spouses knew of 
the love affair. Mabel’s 
husband, himself the 
philandering type, 
approved beeause it 
gave him lieense to 
roam. Austin Dieken- 
son’s wife ieily did not, 
but the pair remained 
married and, like the 
Todds, are buried 
side-by-side like eon- 
ventional spouses. 

Stranger still, 

although Mabel is ered- 
ited with giving Emily 
Diekinson her fame — 
having organized and published the 2,000 
poems Diekinson kept loeked in a desk 

— she never met her faee to faee. They 
exehanged notes, and Emily wrote Mabel 
poems (and overheard her eestasies) but 
Mabel only saw Emily when she was lying 
in her eoffin. 

And you thought your family was 
strange. 

You ean’t make this stuff up, but 
Nieholson gamely tries, interspersing a 
sparsely written version of the Emily- 
Austin-Mabel affair with a modern-day 
parallel, a eloying drama of an aspiring 
British sereenwriter who goes to Amherst 
to researeh the tale and — spoiler alert 

— stays with a mueh older, mueh mar- 
ried man who happens to share some of 
Mabel and Austin’s free-love notions. At 
first, Aliee Diekinson (yes, he names the 
fietional sereenwriter Diekinson) resists 
his rants about “love as possession, love 
as ownership, love as property.” 

“‘Look,’ he says, exasperated, ‘I don’t 


quite know why we’re having this argu- 
ment, but it seems to me to be perfeetly 
simple. If I love my mother, must I love 
my father less? If I love one friend, must I 
love another friend less? Love isn’t a lim- 
ited resouree. It’s not a eake that’s going 
to run out. It’s the very opposite. The more 
you love, the more there is.’” 

To whieh our heroine Aliee replies, 
“Does your wife agree with you on this?” 

The snappy dialogue eontinues, and 
there’s a naked swim in a hidden pool, and 
Niek Croeker, the aging aeademie, is so, 
so attraetive. As a hundred years earlier, 
messiness ensues. Like a hundred years 
earlier, there’s mueh moralizing. 

Mabel and Austin believed that their 
love was ordained by God, although it was 
outside the bounds of eommonly aeeepted 
propriety. Theirs was a eomplieated pas- 
sion; the one shared by Aliee and Niek, 
in eomparison, seems only tawdry. And 
the business of Aliee (Diekinson!) writ- 
ing a sereenplay within what will someday 
probably be a sereenplay is wearisome on 
its faee. 

To be fair, this will probably make an 
exeellent movie, whieh, one suspeets, is 
the point of the venture. Nieholson has 
written 13 other books (six of them for 
ehildren), but the money’s in Hollywood, 
whieh is likely where this is headed. Giv- 
en the sparseness of phrase, it won’t take 
long for him to adapt it. 

As sueh, the potential reader is probably 
better served by abandoning this story in 
favor of the Longsworth book or Lyndall 
Gordon’s “Lives Like Loaded Guns,” 
whieh also ehronieles Amherst’s most 
famous affair. This way, when the movie 
eomes out, there’s a ehanee you won’t 
know the ending. A small ehanee, but a 
ehanee, nonetheless. C-

Finding Find Me 

Acclaimed short story writer presents debut novel

Laura van den Berg had to eompletely 
immerse herself in the world of Find Me in 
order for it to eome to fruition. This meant 
putting off writing until she had large 
ehunks of time to work on it and spending 
many key novel-writing hours in the Writ- 
ers’ Room, a Boston nonprofit that seeures 
affordable workspaees for writers. Here, 
she’s away from all the distraetions she’ll 
find at home: Wi-Fi, email, a new puppy 
and her husband. 

Van den Berg, who earned her MFA at 
Emerson College, was known first for her 
short stories, whieh have been anthologized 
in numerous publieations, ineluding The 
Best American Short Stories, The O. Henry 
Prize Stories and the Pushcart Prize XXIV. 
Her two short story eolleetions. The Isle of 
Youth and What the World Will Look Like 
When All the Water Leaves 
Us, reeeived great aeelaim. 

Find Me, her debut 
novel, was an entirely dif- 
ferent beast. 

“When I’m working on 
a short story, I ean work on 
it anywhere and in small 
poekets of time. I’ve found 
that with a novel, though, 
that’s not the best way,” 
van den Berg said. “What 
I needed from the world 
when I was writing this 
book was very different 
from what I needed when 
I was writing my short sto- 
ries. . . . The big differenee: 

When you have a 20-page 
mess on your hands, it’s less daunting than 
having a 300-page mess.” 

Find Me follows a woman named Joy, 
a patient quarantined in a Kansas hospi- 
tal. She’s being studied for her resistanee 
to a disease sweeping the eountry, whose 
side effeets inelude profound memory loss 
and silvery skin blisters, followed by neu- 
rologieal eollapse and death. Most patients 
threaten to revolt, but Joy, who grew up in 
foster homes, has nothing to go home to 
— until, by ehanee, she diseovers her bio- 
logieal mother is working as an underwater

archaeologist in Florida. She resolves to 
escape and track her down. 

Its structure is in two parts — the hos- 
pital world, and then the rest of the world 
during Joy’s escape — 
and it took a great deal of 
maneuvering to get it just 
right. At one point, van 
den Berg rewrote 100 pag- 
es in third person to make 
sure first person was the 
right way to go. 

“I write in first person a 
lot, so it’s certainly what’s 
most familiar to me. The 
reason why, I think, is 
because I start with voice 
a lot, and the voice I tend 
to hear is my own voice. 
But when you do a partic- 
ular thing in fiction a lot, 
you need to make sure it 
doesn’t serve as a crutch,” van den Berg 
said. “When I push myself to write in a dif- 
ferent direction, it’s to make sure I’m doing 
the best thing for the book and not because 
it’s my most familiar mode.” 

The book was published Feb. 17, and at 
the time of her interview, van den Berg was 
in the midst of a book tour. She stopped at 
RiverRun Bookstore Feb. 26, and she visits 
and speaks at the New Hampshire Insti- 
tute of Art on St. Patrick’s Day. During her 
time in Manchester, she’ll also visit a few 
classrooms. 

What she wished she knew as an under- 
grad: “I think sometimes we’re not receptive 
to outside feedback because we’re scared. 
Scared of making that particular leap or 
scared of the amount of work such a leap 
might entail,” she said. “It took me a while 
to sort of fully appreciate the importance of 
not not making an artistic choice because of 
fear or apprehension or nervousness about 
our limits.” M

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Will Smith is a hard-working con 
artist in Focus, a surprisingly fun lit- 
tle caper movie. 

Nicky (Will Smith) is a professional con- 
man, working at a far higher level than Jess 
(Margot Robbie) when he meets her in the 
middle of her own, amateurish game. After 
he calls her on it and shows her a few pick- 
pocket tricks, she is intrigued enough to 
follow him to New Orleans, where he has 
a crew prepared to work on a whole bunch 
of different petty property crimes during the 
Super Bowl — everything from lifting wal- 
lets and jewelry in big crowds to stealing 
credit card information to buy goods to laun- 
der into cash. Jess joins in and proves herself 
to be a valuable employee. Also, she and 
Nicky strike up some kind of a relationship 
— though there’s always a question about 
whether one of them is playing the other. 

A post- Super Bowl parting leaves the 
exact nature of the relationship Jess and 
Nicky had up in the air. Three years later, 
they run into each other in Buenos Aires. 
Nicky has been hired to help race car owner 
Garriga (Rodrigo Santoro) run a con to get a 
small advantage over his racing opponents. 
Nicky thinks the job will be easy money 
until he sees Jess getting cozy with Garriga, 
who doesn’t know about her previous pro- 
fession. Nick’s surprise at seeing Jess and 
his subsequent change of plans in how he 
approaches the Garriga’s job has Garriga’s 
security guard Owens (Gerald McRaney) 
even more suspicious about Nicky. 

When you are expecting flat box wine, 
a $15 prosecco seems like an efferves- 
cent surprise party. And that’s about where 
Focus is, a particularly tasty $15 bottle of 
light but enjoyable bubbly. Smith and Rob- 
bie are a particularly nice couple; they have 
enough chemistry for this kind of medium- 
effort movie (this. Fifty Shades of Grey,

this is how you do low-rent chemistry) and 
a similar approach to their characters. A 
snazzy little cocktail of “let’s have fun” and 
“let’s not try too hard” with just a dash of 
“nobody’s taking this too seriously” is what 
they both appear to be sipping. 

The story is an equally fizzy blend of 
laid-back good times. There is just enough 
twistiness in the various cons to keep you 
reasonably entertained, especially if you can 
keep yourself from over-thinking the scenar- 
ios or running too far ahead in the plot. 

Focus won’t be on anybody’s top 10 list 
at the end of next year, but for this point 
in the release calendar it’s a much-welcome 
bit of refreshment. B-

The Lazarus Effect (PG-13) 

Medical researchers discover a 
serum that might bring animals and 


even people back from the dead in 
The Lazarus Effect, a not-bad little 
horror movie-thriller. 

Medical-student-doctor-researcher-sci- 
entist people Frank (Mark Duplass) and 
Zoe (Olivia Wilde) — who are engaged — 
and their team Clay (Evan Peters) and Niko 
(Donald Glover) are working on something 
they call the Lazams serum. This goop, when 
injected into the brain of a recently deceased 
being and paired with electric shocks, might 
be able to bring living things back to life. 
Their plan is that this serum will give doctors 
a little extra time to work on patients, they 
explain in video shot by Eva (Sarah Bolger), a 
documentarian they brought in to record their 
work. They try it with a dog and shockingly it 
works, though the dog is sluggish and listless 
afterward. Sluggish and listless except when 
he is menacing various members of the team, 
as he does Zoe in her sleep. 

But an evil dog might be the least of the 
team’s problems. Because “bringing stuff 
back from the dead” wasn’t stipulated in 
Frank’s grant paperwork as part of his field 


of study, the company that gave him the grant 
has decided that he’s in violation of the mles 
and, as explained in the contract, they now 
own all his work. They show up to clean out 
his lab and tell Zoe the project is over. 

But the team isn’t so quick to give up on 
the work, which has apparently sucked away 
three years of their lives. They decide to film 
themselves bringing another dog back from 
the Great Fire Hydrant in the Sky, thus prov- 
ing that they are authors of the technology. 
But a power surge (or something) causes 
Zoe to be electrocuted. Not willing to lose 
his research project partner, er, beloved girl- 
friend, Frank decides to hook Zoe up to the 
retum-o-matic and zap her back to life. 

Zoe comes back, but she’s not exactly good 
as new, as Evil Fido foreshadowed. 

The key to these mid-winter releases might 
be expectations. I went in expecting nothing 
but pain and suffering from this movie (and, 
for that matter, from Focus) and was pleas- 
antly surprised by how not terrible it was. Em 
not saying it was good, but it was entertain- 
ingly not-awful and that’s not a bad place to 
land for a lightweight horror movie that feels 
like its cast ended up here by losing bets. 

We get a bit of backstory — Frank and 
Zoe are together but stalled in their relation- 
ship due to the project, Niko likes Zoe, Clay 
has the hots for Eva, Zoe has some childhood 
trauma she’s never gotten over — but the 
movie doesn’t dwell on any of these tidbits. It 
zips along from brief pig resuscitation in the 
opening scenes to dog revival to human. Nor 
do we spend days of “is something wrong or 
isn’t it” — within minutes, we in the audi- 
ence and the characters themselves know that 
something is screwy about Zoe. 

Perhaps because many of these actors are 
people I generally enjoy watching — Wil- 
de from her House days, Duplass from The 
League and The Mindy Project, Glover from 
Community and Bolger from The Tudors 48 ►

PATRICK’S DAY 


See a film and decide its fate. 

On Friday, March 6, the film Patrick's Day, 
which has won prizes at the Woodstock Film 
Festival and Berlin Film Festival, among others, 
will screen at 7 p.m. at Sweeney Hall Audito- 
rium at NHTI (31 College Drive in Concord). 
Tickets cost $10. After the film, audiences will 
get to vote on whether or not the film should get 
wider distribution. 

Patrick's Day (which I viewed via a courtesy screen- 
er) tells the story of Patrick (Moe Dunford, who appears 
in the TV show Vikings), a 26-year-old man who suffers from schizophrenia but is still 
able to manage some aspects of a normal life such as a job and the occasional outing, 
like the annual St. Patrick’s Day celebration — St. Patrick’s Day also being his birth- 
day — he has with his mom, Maura (Kerry Fox). They head to a special meal, watch 
the parades and generally partake in the revelry. This year, however, mother and son 
get separated, and Patrick ends up waiting for his mom outside the hotel, smoking a 
cigarette while sitting on a stoop. 

Enter Karen (Catherine Walker). 

A little older than him and a lot tipsy, Karen bums a light off Patrick, has a few drinks 
with him and takes him up to her room. What she knows about Patrick’s state of mind, 
we can’t tell (she answers his “I’m a schizophrenic” with something like “isn’t every- 
body”). From what we glean about her state of mind, Patrick is perhaps meant to be 
the capper on a night of self-destruction that ends with her planned suicide. Instead, it 
ends with them in bed together — a fact that Maura learns in the morning after having 
spent the night worrying about Patrick and even heading to the police. 

Patrick tells his mother he’s in love with Karen. Maura, as she tells the police detec- 
tive (Philip Jackson) she’s sort of befriended, doesn’t know what to do about the 
relationship. From her point of view, it can only end in hardship for Patrick even if 
it makes him happy at the moment. Karen also isn’t certain what to make of this 
strange romance, but she does think maybe it saved her. 

The destructive powers of love — Patrick’s for Karen, Maura’s for Patrick — is on 
examination here, as is the concept of “doing what’s best” for someone. Who’s idea 
of what’s best for Patrick is really “best”? And are some kinds of suffering — say, at 
the loss of love — worth it for having had the joy that causes it? The movie doesn’t 
present easy answers for these issues. 

Should it be at more theaters near you? You be the judge. 

The screenings, called the Feature Film Project (which is a part of Manhattan 
Short, which conducts the annual Manhattan Short Film Festival), are scheduled 
to take place across the country on March 5 through March 8. The decision will be 
announced at thefeaturefilmproject.com. — Amy Diaz

Todo Bien plays for fans and each other on new album

The key differenee between Todo Bien’s 
just released Here We Go and its previous 
album is an absenee of erowd noise. The new 
dise was done live in the studio with the same 
fervor that’s made the Seaeoast band one of 
the region’s favorite elub and eoneert aets. 
Regardless of where they perform, the six 
members feed off eaeh other as mueh as they 
play to an audienee. 

Case in point: a reeent on-air appearanee at 
the UNH radio station. 

“The DJ told us, ‘Most bands usually stand 
in a straight line and they play for us, whereas 
you guys are in a eirele and playing for eaeh 
other,”’ singer and guitarist Skip Brunette 
said. “That’s one of the things that we really 
love; we feed off eaeh other’s energy.” 

For their first studio album sinee 20irs 
Will To Be, the band deeided to self-fund, pay- 
ing produetion expenses out of poeket. 

“I’m not against Kiekstarter, but there are 
just so many of them ... we really wanted to 
do it by ourselves,” Brunette said. “Our feel- 
ing is the fans were a part of it, beeause they 
had to go to the shows for us to get paid.” 

Seraping and saving also fueled a sense of 
purpose that’s key to Todo Bien’s mojo. Bru- 
nette said. He’s an artist in residenee at loeal 
sehools. Bassist John Coretto does sound 
engineering at Casino Ballroom. Johann 
Robledo gives guitar lessons, and Renee 
Dupuis teaehes keyboard and voeals.

Dynamic duo

Many a dream projeet hinges on the 
impossible get, one person with the mojo to 
make it all work. 

Richard Shindell and Lucy Kaplansky talk- 
ed for over 25 years about making a record 
together. They frequently performed live 
together; each had contributed to the other’s 
solo projects, and with Dar Williams made 
Cry Cry Cry, the biggest folk album of 1998. 

Realizing their duo dreams, though, took 
multi-instrumentalist and Grammy winner 


“Everyone is a working musician. Everyone 
pooled their money from the gigs to make this 
happen,” Bmnette said. “That’s another element 
of the family and dedication to the project.” 

Preproduction played a big role in the 
reeord’s tight sound, with ineessant rehears- 
al ahead of the sessions. 

“It beeame seeond nature, musele memo- 
ry for when we went into the studio,” he said, 
noting that reeording took three days. “There 
was sueh a sense of aeeomplishment, everyone 
left the studio in tears. There was this strange, 
day-after-the-prom feel . . . wow, it’s over.” 

One of the reeord’s best songs is the title 
traek, a breezy aeoustie number built around a 
ukulele riff eomposed by Coretto. It eonjures 
up a beaeh mood that’s a perfeet antidote to 
the eurrent snowy ehill. 

“I think it’s the most lighthearted song I 
have ever written,” said Brunette. 

The rest of the dise roeks energetieally with 
a reggae-fied surf roek feel. Other standouts 
are “Time” and “Truth,” two of three traeks 
redone from the last dise, Todo Bien Live. 

“Those are songs we love so mueh live that

“Two years ago Riehard and I did some 
shows and one of us said, ‘We really have 
a thing; I think we should finally make this 
album,” Kaplansky said in a reeent phone 
interview. 

Both immediately thought of Campbell. 

“We said, no way ... he’s too busy. When 
he said he’d love to, it turned into something 
beyond what we’d even imagined.” 

As The Pine Hill Projeet — a name 
inspired by Verlyn Klinkenborg’s book The 
Rural Life — Shindell and Kaplansky made 
Tomorrow You're Going, due Mareh 17 on 
Signature Sounds. The 11 -traek dise is an 


we felt that we wanted to perform them in the 
studio as well,” said Brunette. ‘We arranged 
them so they have a little different feel from 
the live reeord.” 

An urban approaeh is taken on a few traeks 
— “Light Up And Live” is a solid example. 

“Kind of a hip-hop erossover . . . hand per- 
eussion, it’s all about the groove for us,” said 
Brunette. “I’ve always been a huge fan of A 
Tribe Called Quest, a band that’s a huge influ- 
enee on me as a writer.” 

They move from tropieal to topieal on 
“Oppression,” an outwardly politieal song 
that’s a bit of a departure for the band. 

“The whole big business takeover of our 
country is something that has been needling at 
me,” Bmnette said. “It’s kind of a call to take 
a look at how it’s oppressing the little guy.” 

In surfer speak, the words Todo Bien trans- 
late to “it’s all good,” so the band toes a happy 
line with the bulk of Here We Go. 

“I listen to musie to make myself feel 
good,” said Bmnette. “I eertainly don’t want 
to make musie that doesn’t make other people 
feelgood.” M

Reimagination abounds on the dise. Gil- 
lian Weleh’s “Wiehita” is transplanted from 
the holler to Nashville and roeked up like a 
Travis Tritt song. It eould be a hit on today’s 
eountry radio. The early Little Feat gem 
“Missin’ You” reeeives an injeetion of steel 
guitar twang, while “Making Plans” (a Wag- 
oner/Parton song that’s the souree of the 
album’s title) slows down to a dirge to reveal 
the pain at its heart. 

“I’ve always thought there is just no point 
in reeording a song to make it sound like the 
original,” Kaplansky said. “If we were going 


Shindell and Kaplansky launch Pine Hill Project 
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to do these songs, we wanted to do something 
new with them.” 

Selections were made as the sessions unfold- 
ed. Kaplansky credits Shindell with unearthing 
Dave Carter’s “Farewell to St. Dolores” and 
“Such Sweet Angels,” written by Olabelle 
keyboard player Glenn Patscha — “tmly not a 
well-known song and such a beauty . . . Rich- 
ard totally scored on so many of these.” 

Funding came via Kickstarter, a first for 
both of them. 

“We were really scared it wouldn’t do 
well and completely blown away when we 
reached our goal in 27 hours,” said Kaplan- 
sky of the crowdsourced project. “It gave us 
a lot of confidence about the interest in our 
duo, a real shot in the arm.” 

The Pine Hill Project is currently booked 
until mid-May, including a stop March 8 at in 
Peterborough, where New York guitarist Marc 
Shulman will join Shindell and Kaplansky. 

Kaplansky returns to solo performing with 
a show May 3 1 in Maine. Her most recent 
album is 2012’s Reunion. The effort with 
Shindell is one of many collaborative efforts 
for the singer/songwriter. She performs occa- 
sionally with John Gorka and Eliza Gilkyson 
as Red Horse, and she’s sung backup on 
countless records over a three-decade career. 

“I have always been known as a good har- 
mony singer [and] a popular choice for many 
years for a bunch of people. I love doing it,” 
she said. “It just sort of comes to me.” 

That includes the time Bryan Ferry stalked

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


Newest right 

The Utah Court of Appeals ruled in Feb- 
ruary that Barbara Bagley has a legal right 
to sue herself for her own negligent driving 
that eaused the death of her husband. Typ- 
ieally, in U.S. eourts, a party eannot profit 
from its own negligenee, but Bagley is the 
offieial “representative” administering her 
husband’s estate and has a duty to elaim 
debts owed to the husband. Those debts 
would include “wrongful death” damages 
from a careless driver (actually, the care- 
less driver’s insurance company), even if the 
careless driver was herself Of course, if her 
lawsuit is successful, the monetary award 
would become part of the husband’s estate, a 
portion of which will likely go to her. 

Historical weird 

• For a brief period in 1951 and 1952, an 
educational kit, the Gilbert Atomic Energy 
Lab, was for sale in the United States even 
though it came with testable samples of four 
types of uranium ore and three different 
radiation sources (alpha, beta, gamma). A 
surviving copy of the kit has been on display 
recently at the Ulster Museum in Belfast, 
Northern Ireland, but the radioactive mate- 
rials had to be removed before the kit could 
be shipped to Belfast. (The kit had failed to 
sell well; kids apparently preferred the com- 
pany’s erector sets.) 

• In February, the Kansas Humanities 
Council, providing background to a current, 
traveling Smithsonian Institution exhib- 
it, posted a description of a 1925 baseball 
game in Wichita in which the professional, 
all-black Wichita Monrovians took on mem- 
bers of the local Ku Klux Klan. (Historians 
guessed that the KKK risked the embar- 
rassment of defeat only because it needed 
the exposure to overcome declining enroll- 
ments.) The Monrovians (champions of the 
Colored Western League the year before) 
won, 10-8, and the Klan shut down in Kan- 
sas two years later. 

Intelligent design 

A 37-year-old Lancashire, England, busi- 
nessman (identified in later news reports 
as Duane Walters), fearing surgery for sus- 
pected bladder cancer, was discovered to be 
cancer-free, but on the other hand, he was 
found to have a uterus, ovaries and cervix 
even though he has fully functioning exterior 
male genitalia. He was referred to Manches- 
ter University Hospital for a hysterectomy 
(to prevent the possibility of pregnancy) 
and was counseled that he might eventually 
become menopausal. His condition, “per- 
sistent Mullerian duct syndrome,” is rare 
enough when diagnosed at birth but, accord- 
ing to experts cited by the Daily Telegraph, 
virtually unheard-of at age 37. Walters said 
he will continue living as a man. 


War is Hell 

Least Competent Terrorists: (1) A recent 
YouTube compilation of footage gleaned 
from, in some cases, unedited ISIS promotion 
videos, claimed to showjihadists accidentally 
killing themselves. Several fighters in a group 
photo appear to be blown up when one of 
them fumblingly detonates a captured bomb, 
and one man was killed when he apparently 
tried to reload a mortar launcher too quick- 
ly. (2) London’s Daily Telegraph reported in 
January that the “Darkshadow” jihadists from 
Tunisia and Ivory Coast, who had proclaimed 
their website-hacking would disrupt interna- 
tional travel, wound up taking down a site 
consisting merely of bus timetables in Bristol, 
England. Darkshadow’s English translator 
also misspelled Muslim (“Muslum”). 

The continuing crisis 

• Point Taken: At a February meeting in 
Geneva of the U.N. Conference on Disar- 
mament, regarding whether meetings should 
be open to the general public, the represen- 
tative from Belarus expressed alarm because 
of potential problems for the security staff. 
“What if,” he asked (according to a Reuters 
report), “there were topless ladies scream- 
ing fi-om the public gallery throwing bottles 
of mayonnaise?” (According to the official 
summary, the Mexican delegate apparently 
earnestly pointed out that some U.N. meet- 
ings were already open to the public, but as 
yet there had been no mayonnaise-droppings.) 

• CSI Netherlands: Police in the Dutch 
town of Haarlem, near Amsterdam, raided 
an urban marijuana farm after a recent snow- 
fall. In photographs of the neighborhood, all 
yards and roofs of houses are blanketed in 
white except for a certain portion of the roof 


of one home, on which the snow had com- 
pletely melted. Police, deducing that the attic 
was likely an illegal marijuana greenhouse, 
made arrests. 

• News You Can Use: If you’re in pain, 
shouting “Owww!” has measurable therapeu- 
tic value. Writing recently in the Journal of 
Pain, researchers from the National Univer- 
sity of Singapore hypothesize that the muscle 
movements in vocalizing somehow divert or 
confuse pain signals, which otherwise would 
go unimpeded to the brain. Of subjects who 
plunged their hands into extremely cold water, 
those who were allowed to vocalize kept their 
hands immersed for up to three minutes lon- 
ger than those who were silent. (The “oww” 
sound is similar in many languages and is 
apparently instinctive fi-om birth.) 

First-World problem solved 

A company called AudioQuest believes 
there are serious music listeners sufficiently 
grossed out by the imperfect sound delivered 
by ordinary ethemet cables (typically with 
plastic connectors on each end and selling for 
around $20) that relief is needed. The com- 
pany recently introduced the Cat-6 Ethemet 
cable, whose connectors are made of silver. 
For those who require the reportedly richer 
sound, relief is only $10,500 away. 

Promoting a brand 

John Balmer, 50, was arrested at a Kmart in 
Hudson, Florida, in January as he attempted 
to pass a bag (allegedly containing marijuana 
and methamphetamine) to another person in 
line. Balmer was wearing a T-shirt that read, 
“Who needs dmgs?” above lettering that 
read, “No, seriously, I have dmgs.”
